Cases Filed 


Justice of the Peace W. H. Tipton's 


small courtroom was filled to capacity 
and an overflow crowd waited outside 
his door this morning to pay $38.50 as the 
price of attending a cockfight at Purdon 
Friday night. 


According to Deputy Sheriff Ronald 


Moses, the cockfight incident occurred 
at about 8 p.m. Friday at a farmhouse at 
Purdon. Deputy Sheriff Harold Pitts said 
the property belonged to a man whose 
last name was Ellis. 


Judge Tipton said a total of 49 cases 


were filed charging defendants with 
cockfighting or fighting of game 
chickens. The fine was $25 plus $13.50 
court costs. The maximum fine for the 
offense could have been $100 plus costs, 
according to Tipton.

Kerens was found dead near a fence on 
the ranch at about 6:35 p.m.

City Manager Bob Brockman has 


notified 
Corsicana 
Mayor 
Sue 


Youngblood that he is resigning his 
position effective Jan. 1 and will be 
assuming the city managership of the 
city of Killeen. 


Mayor Youngblood made the an- 


nouncement during a called press 
conference in Brockman's office 
Monday morning. She said she had been 
notified of Brockman's decision only an 
hour before meeting with the press. 


Brockman, who has been city 


manager here since June 13, 1969, said 
he had "mixed emotions" about leaving 
Corsicana. Killeen officials made their 
first offer, he said, two weeks ago and he 
did not decide to accept until Saturday 
night. Killeen has been without a city 
manager for about a month, he added. 


He said that he had decided to accept 


KiUeen's offer since it represents both 
an advancement of his career and an 
improvement over his current position, 
including "the opportunity to climb the 
ladder of more headaches."

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First Step Toward Black Political Party? 


Block Convention Called 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Clenched 


black-power fists shot into the air and 
smiles broke out all over the room when 


calling a national black political con- 
vention. 
. - 


It will be a historic first, people kept 


saying^Never before in the 352-year 
history of black America, slave or free, 
has there been such a convention. The 
Saturday night announcement raised 
two questions: 


—Would this turn out to be the first 


step toward formation of a national 
black political party? 
' 


—Was the cooperation that has begun 


between mainstream black politicians 
and the black nationalist community in 
the urban centers finally be extended to 
a national level? 


The convening document specifically 


included!"the nationalist community" in 
a group set up to meet before Christmas 
to work out convention mechanics. Two 
other categories were mentioned, "local 
elected officials," and "community 
organization leaders." The House 
members said the convention will be in 
April or May. 


One member of the subcommittee that 
; wrote the. call was poet-playwright 
Imamu Baraka, the politically active 
Newark black nationalist formerly 
known as LeRoi Jones. 


The convention call climaxed two days 


of open workshops and closed strategy 


sessions for about 200 black elected 
officials and political activists.

seemed to contrast sharply with those at 
the beginning, which dwelt on the need to 
build coalitions with other minorities, 
poor whites, women and the young. 


But- a. number, of black political 


strategistsfwho^spentfmuch 
of the two 


days locked in private debate, argued 
that the differences were more apparent 
than real. 


In his keynote address Rep. Louis 


Stokes, D-Ohio, spoke of coh'tion politics: 


"We must create an all-out strategy to 


improve the Quality of life for minorities 
wherever they may live," he said, ad- 
ding that any "national black agenda" 
should provide "a united, single ap- 
proach around the issues that bear upon 
black, brown, red, poor and disad- 
vantaged people in this country." 


Similar themes were repeated many 


times in workshops oh health and 
housing, child care and political 
strategy. But others offered variations. 


"We must put the interests of our 


group before the interests of others," 
said Rep, William Clay, D-Mo. And 
Texas State Sen. Barbara Jordan, noting 
that "the old coalitions began to fall 
.apart in the 60s," said any new coalitions 
"will be different in form, different in 
style, but will relate to us and our 
blackness." 
That first day ended with a four-hour, 


closed strategy session at which tempers 
ran high, according to those coming out 
of the guarded meeting room slowly 
shaking their heads. 


"I pride myself most of all on treating 


everyone fair and square," Brockman 
said when asked to pinpoint the 
achievement of which he is proudest 
during his tenure as city manager here. 
Under his guidance, the city has seen the 
completion of its Master Plan, un- 
dergone an active replacement program 
of city equipment and instituted new 
plans for sewage treatment. Brockman 
added that he is proud of the city's code 
enforcement program. 


"It has been an honor to be associated 


with the two mayors and city councils 
with whom I have worked," he said. 
"They have all given of their tune un- 
selfishly." 


Under the current city administration, 


he continued, the city's bonded debt will 
be paid down considerably, providing 
additional funds that "will probably go 
into Master Plan implementation." 


Brockman began his career in city 


administration as head of the ad- 
ministration office in Wichita Falls 
several years ago. He moved up to the 
position of administrative assistant to 
that of city's manager after three years 
and served in that capacity for a year 
and a half. 


From Wichita Falls he moved to 


Livingston, where he served as city 
manager for two and a half years. He 
came to Corsicana itrom there. 


He said he, his wife and two girls will 


begin spending weekends in Killeen 
prior to moving there in hopes of 
locating a new home. 


Mayor Youngblood said the an- 


nouncement "comes as,a great shock 
and I view it with .deep regret, while 
wishing Bob the best." She said that the 


,i - resignation will be added,to .the next city 


council agenda for official proceedings. 


Following that, she said, she will get in 


touch with the Texas Municipal League 
— from whom the city hired Brockman 
— and advertise for a replacement. 


Rites Tuesday For H.R. Stroube Sr. 


Funeral services for H. R. Stroube Sr., 


prominent Corsicana oil producer and 
community leader who died Sunday in 
Baylor Hospital hi Dallas, will be held 
Tuesday at 2 p.m. at First United 
Methodist Church. Dr. H. Lively Brown 
and the Rev. Roy L. Ward Jr. will of- 
ficiate, and burial will be in Oakwood 
Cemetery. Mayor Sue Voungbiood 
announced that city offices will be closed 
during the hours of the service. 


Born May 10,1894 in Baird, Texas, the 


oilman started his career as an iceman. 
Involving himself ni the family business 
in Baird, he had an ice route before he 
was ten. On his graduation from 
Mangum High School in 1912 he spent a 
year at Oklahoma University, where he 
studied electrical engineering. 


He was married June 18,1917 to his 


childhood sweetheart, Mary Olivia 
Watkins. He entered the service soon 
afterward, was sent to radio school in 
Norman, Okla. and was later tran- 
sferred to officers training school in 
Waco. 


After the war, Stroube and his brother, 


W. C. became oil field workers in the 
Burkburnett field; Left by his employer 
with a drilling rig, he worked as a 
drilling contractor around Wichita Falls 
and,then came to Mexia, where he 
received a contract from J, K. Hughes.. 


Stroube came to Corsicana in 1923, got 


several drilling contracts from Shell Oil 
Co., and after several unsuccessful 
efforts, in February, 1924 he. and his 
brother had one of their wells produce 
90,000 b»rre?s of pipeline oil in 48 hours, 


and it was discovered that Stroube and 
Stroube had discovered their own pool. 


As producers moved off to new booms, 


Stroube and Stroube followed but kept 
their homes in Corsicana, and both men 
have been active in the community 
through the years since. 


Chairman of the board of directors of 


First National Bank, H. R. Stroube Sr. 
was at the time of his death still a 
member of the Navarro. County 
Memorial Hospital Board, which he 
served for many years as chairman. 
More than any other person he is 
credited for being responsible for the 
construction of the hospital, having 
spent years in traveling, studying and 
questioning to make it the best possible 
facility. 


He is also credited with the con- 


struction of the new First National Bank 
Building. He constructed the new

At War? 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A Pakistan 


radio broadcast said today India "has 
launched an all-out offensive against 
East Pakistan'' without a formal 
declaration of war. 


The Pakistan government broadcast 


in English from Karachi was monitored 
here. 


It said "the Indian army has con- 


centrated all its might in the Jessore 
area where the attack has been launched 
by nine Indian infantry divisions, <four 
Indian mountain divisions and two In- 
dian tank regiments. 


."Fierce fighting continued in Jessore 


throughout the night and the early hours 
of the morning," the broadcast said. 


The Pakistan government broadcast 


claimed the offensive followed in- 
creasing attacks, minor and major 
skirmishes and a buildup of more than 12 
Indian infantry divisions around East 
Pakistan in recent months. 


The United States, the Soviet Union 


and Communist China all have urged 
restraint by India and Pakistan^ 


U;S. officials said they were aware of a 


major clash about two brigades of In- 
dian army forces, but had nothing to 
confirm that anything more than a 
border incident had taken place. 


There was no inclination by these 


officials to believe that India had 
committed large forces to the encounter. 
Most of India's mountain divisions are 
concentrated in the north, official 
sources pointed out. 


A Pakistan army source in Dacca 


reported Sunday night that Pakistan had 
"blunted a major offensive" by two 
Indian army brigades.

Lanier describes the 


responsibilities of his office as 
touching upon all the school 
districts in Navarro County in 
some way or another, but most of 
the work is with schools with less 
than 500 students population. 


His office is the fiscal agent for 


common 
schools 
and 
is 


responsible for transportation of 
schools 
under 500 student 


population. Schools included in 
this category include Frost, 
Blooming 
Grove, 
Dawson, 


Mildred and Rice. Districts with 
over 500 student population are 
Qorsicana LSD and Kerens ISO. 


Lanier said he and the Navarro 


population in Navarro County. 
The office is also agent for the 
state foundation program as one 
of the co-op programs. 


"We must also maintain 


records of all the metes and 
bounds of all the school districts 
within the county," Lanier said. 
He added that his office also 
helps the under 500 student 
schools prepare their budgets. 


"We 
have 
a 
complete 


scholastic census record since 
1928," the county superintendent 
said, adding that this record 
contains ages of persons born 
from about 1910. 


Any changes in school districts, 


consolidation of schools, or other 
changes, Lanier said, must be 
recorded in the county school 
district office. 


"One important thing," he 


pointed out, "is that we are also 
responsible for keeping a record 
of teacher certificates for all 
districts within Navarro Coun- 
ty." 


The office of school superin-

Several weeks ago a beautiful 


blonde female went before one of 
the local magistrates at the 
Navarro County Courthouse to 
seek protection. Somebody had 
threatened her life and she 
wanted to file a peace bond. 


Contrary to popular belief, 


placing a peace bond on a person 
is not an action to be taken 
lightly. It is a "last resort" step 
in keeping the peace and cases 
are strongly considered before 
peace bond action is taken. 


According to the two local 


peace justices, W. H. Tipton and 
Howe French, a peace bond is 
applied to protect people in cases 
where one person will do bodily 
harm to another person or per- 
sons. 


The young blonde who con- 


sulted with the magistrate had 
been 
threatened 
by 
her 


boyfriend's mother who did not 
approve of the girl dating her son. 
After the blonde was told 
everything involved in a peace 
bond, she decided not to file. 


"Any magistrate can issue a 


peace bond;" commented Judge 
French. 
; 


"The law of the land does not, 


allow us to carry arms as in the 
old west days," French said. 
"The peace bond provides that 
since a man is not allowed to 
carry a gun, he is to be protected 
against anyone ' who threatens 
him. 


"Peace bonds are both for 
protection of the plaintiffs and 
defendants. They keep the 
defendant from possibly getting 


plaintiff from being harrassed," 
French added. 


Judge Tipton said a magistrate 


decides whether or not to accept 
a peace bond on a person by 
weighing the evidence and 
testimony against the defendant. 
A magistrate must be of the 
opinion that the defendant ac- 
tually would pose a threat to do 
bodily harm to someone else 
unless the peace bond were 
issued; being placed under a 
peace bond could cost the 
defendant up to a year in the 
county jail. 


Many peace bond cases involve 


husband-wife 
or boyfriend- 


girlfriend domestic problems. 
Some magistrates consider peace 
bond hearings to be half civil and 
half criminal in nature. Others 
consider them to be purely 
criminal cases. 


A typical peace bond case 


would be a case wherein Miss Y 
might come to a magistrate with 
bruises all over her face asking 
that a peace bond be placed on 
her jealous ex-boyfriend, Bill X, 
;who had beaten 
her and 


threatened to kill her because she 
was dating someone else. 


The judge would issue a 


warrant for the arrest of Bill X

American Legion for help, 
stating that he and his wife had 
expended most of their funds last 
weekend in a futile attempt to 
find their runaway daughters. He 
is unable to work and drawing 
disability, he said, because of a 
nervous condition, one that has 
not unproved hi light of the 
situation here, he added. 


The two girls, ages 15 and 16, 


are in Jacksonville now, Mrs. Dill 
said Wednesday, although the 
parents have been unable to get 
in touch with them.
